SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 4.—(?) 
Independence Day brought another de- 
feat to Warren K. Billings and Thom- 
as J. Mooney in their long fight for 
freedom from: life sentences imposed 
for the 1916 San Francisco prepared- 
ness day bombing which killed ten 
persons and injured 40. 

The state supreme court, in a report 
made public today, yoted six to one 
against recommending to Governor C. 
©. Young that Billings be pardoned. 
The governor repeatedly has said his 
action on Mooney’s pardon plea would 
be guided by the recommendation in 
Billings’ case. 

Governor Young is expected to make 
his decision on both the Billings and 
Mooney pleas next week. 

The adverse report brought a smile 
from Mooney at San Quentin prison. 

“The fight is not yet over,” the for- 
mer labor ledder commented. “It has 
been a long battle and I am never 
going to give up the attempt to prove 
my innocence.” 

Billings, at Folsom prison, had 
Nothing to say, but Warden Court 
Smith remarked “naturally he was 
very disappointed.” 

Mooney and Billings long have con- 
tended they were convicted on per- 
jured testimony, but the supreme 
court said there was no evidence sup- 
porting these charges, The majority 
believed Bilings had received a ‘‘fair 
and impartial trial.” 

“Upon the entire record before us,” 
the court stated, “we acquit the then 
officials of San Francisco who were 
charged with the duties of discoverink 
and bringing to trial and conviction 
the authors of this dastardly crime.

Action looking to the re-incarcera- | 


tion of a large number of city stock- 
ade prisoners released Thursday by 
the executive clemency of Alderman 


J. Allen Couch, mayor pro tem., who | 


is under indictment for being inter- 
ested in a city contract, on the ground 
that certain prisoners were not sub- 
ject to receiving clemency, was being 
plauned Friday by Police Recorder A. 
W. Callaway. 

Judge Callaway said that he will 
ask City Attorney James L. Mayson 
for a ruling on the matter, and will 
then consider steps to undo what he 
termed an “imposition on society.” 

Recorder M. M. Holloway stated 
Friday night that he may take steps 
along a similar line. He said that he 
intended to call for a copy of the or- 
der issued by Alderman Couch and 
that he would give careful study to all 
phases of the situation. He expects 
to be able to make a statement cover- 
ing his position on the matter early 
tonight. ° 

Meanwhile, city officers recalled a 
feud between Ex-Mayor Jim Wood- 
ward and former Police Recorder 
Nash Broyles in which Judge Broyles 
began passing sentences of 29 days 
each in order to prevent Mayor Wood- 
ward from extending executive clem- 
ency to prisoners. 

Judge Callaway said that under the 
law, the chief executive of the city 
may pardon prisoners serving 30 days 
or longer or aubject to a $50 or high- 
er fine, but“that prisoner# with lesser 
sentences must have a written recom- 


mendation «from the recorder before } 


obtaining clemency. 

At least one white male prisoner 
and several negro prisoners were back 
in the city station house Friday aft- 
ernoon following their release from 
the stockade. J. W. Duncan, a white 
man, was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$12 or serve 24 days on Thursday aft- 
ernoon, bot was released Thursday 
night with other stockade prisoners. 
Duncan was rearrested Friday at 
noon on a charge of being drunk on 
the street. 

Police officers were confident Fri- 
day afternoon that a large number of 
those released under Couch’s general 
amnesty order will be at the stockade 
again within the next few weeks. 
Many of those turned out of the city 
prison are old-timers, and frequently 
are in police court, they pointed out. 

In looking over a list of white 
men released from the stockade, Lieu- 
tenant J. A. Scott said that practi- 
cally every name on the list was fa- 
miliar, and that nearly a dozen out 
of 60 had been “here hundreds of 
times.” At the office of the matron 
of the white women’s ward, it was 
said that at least a third of the wom- 
en turned out were old offenders. 

Neither Police Chief James L* Bea- 
vers nor Detective Chief A. Lamar 
Poole would comment on the stock- 
ade clearance, stating that they did 
not wish to criticize the acting payor.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, July 4.— 
Reconciliation between King Carol LI, 
of Rumania, and his queen, Helene, 
|'was perfected today, following weeks 
of persuasion during which the for- 
mer princess of Greece refused to 
take back her husband. 

The reconciliation was reached 
through constant conferences and con- 
siderable pressure on Queen Helene, 
mother of their son, the boy Prince 
Michael, and the fact still was semi- 
private today. " , 

It was expected the formal an- 
nouncement of the reconciliation would 
be made next week, when King Carol 
also will seek to have their divorce 
annulled. 

The report of the reconciliation, | 
however, was published in* the news-, 
paper Lupta today and is generally, | 
although not officially, known in 
Bucharest. King Carol, the newspa- 
per said, recently has spent hours 
daily at. Helene’s palace with his son, 
Michael. 

The queen and Michael were re- 
ported proceeding to the royal sum- 
mer palace at Sinaia tomorrow, where 
Carol is to join them a week later.) 

The Lupta said the king intended 
to go ahead with the divorce annul- 
ment proceedings, legally . restoring 
Helene as his wife as well as his 


queen on the throne of Rumania. 

Thus, it was anticipated that with- 
in the next few days King Carol will 
have completed his brilliant coup 
d’etat in every phase of its ramifi- 
cations. His reconciliation with the 
proud Princess Helene came far hard- 
er than his swift seizure of the 
throne.

Stuffed 
olives are popular appetizers, though 
why necessary at a picnic, who can 
say? Sardines are delectable on long 
crisp crackers, so don’t forget the can 
opener. Nothing tastes more refreshing 
than chilled tomatoes. Serve ‘em 
whole with nothing but salt and watch 
them disappear. Radishes retain their 
crispness if wrapped in wet cloth and 
packed in a covered container. By 
the way, the cylinder shaped paste- 
board cartons that the grocers use for 
oysters can be purchased cheaply, are 
light to carry and useful for many 
purposes. 

Chopped eggs packed in a mold with 
salad dressing to bind are easier for 
the housewife than the troublesome 
stuffed eggs and a little minced bacon 
or ham to_add zest if not provided in 
sandwich form. Fish paste makes a 
good flavor, too. 

Sweets are less important, but some 
must be provided. Cup cakes baked in 
paper cases retain their freshness, are 
easy to pack and to serve. Individual 
pastries are also satisfying, and fresh 
fruit is best of all. Be sure and pro- 
vide straws for the fruit beverage, 
which may be raspberry lemonade, 
diluted grape juice with a dash of 
lemon, or your own favorite combina- 
tion. Remember that a cooked syrup 
makes for smoothness and saves sugar. 
Take plenty of paper napkins for the 
children, but real napkins for the 
grown-ups are a genuine delight. 


Lloyd George Warns 
Of National Mistrust 


BOURNEMOUTH, England, July 4. 
(P)—A grave warning that the inter- 
national atmosphere is “poisoned with 
mistrust and suspicion” was delivered 
to the banquet of the International 
Congregational church council dele- 
gates tonight by former Premier 
Lloyd George.

There are more 
men trained for war in Europe, Asia 
and America roy before the great 
catastrophe of 1914

TO RELIEVE FAMINE 


Government Takes Steps To 
Establish Many Food 
Plants. 


MOSCOW, July 4.—()—Now that 


the government feels it has solved the} corvice and 


grain problem, steps are being taken’ 
by the authorities to relieve the pres- 
ent acute food shortage by rushing 
to completion a number of large food 
plants throughout the counfry. 
Announcement was made today that 
margarine facturies will be complet- 
ed ‘at Stalingrad this fall. .They will 
have a yearly capacity of 18,000 tons 
of margarine and 15,000 tons of vege- 


table oil. In Moscow a similar plant 
with 7,000 tons capacity will be 
opened this fall., 

A vegetable, meat and fruit can- 
ning plant with an output of 45,000,- 
000 cans is nearing completion in Sta- 
lingrad. Plans are being drawn for 
a coffee and tea pressing factory at 
Irkutsk, Siberia. Fifty poultry farms 
with 675,000 chickens will be operat- 
ing by autumn. 

The greatest fruit farm and can- 
ning industry in the world, the an- 
nouncement added, is being organized 
in northern Caucasus. In Crimea in- 
cubators for 1,000,000 eggs are being 
built. Plans «all for other new in- 
cubators in various parts of the soviet 
union with an. aggregate capacity of 
8,000,000 eggs. 

Until these enterprises actually are 
in operation the government will be 
obliged to continue the present ration- 
ing of meat, bread, water, sugar, rice, 
flour, tea and other necessities. The 
system imposes considerable hard- 
ships on Russians and _ foreigners 
alike. As an accommodation to for- 
eigners, the government now allows its 
engineers, technicians and correspond- 
ents, including Americans, to bring 
their own food supplies duty free, prv- 
viding they are brought in as per- 
sonal baggage. 


Premier Strickland 
Returns to Malta 


MALTA, July 4.— (®) —Lord 
Strickland, prime minister of this 
island, arrived home today from Lon- 
dc, where he conferred with the Brit- 
ish yovernment on the conflict “here 
between governmental authorities and 
the Catholic church. 


He was received quietly after ap- 
pealing to his friends to obey the po- 
lice instructions which forbid gather- 
ings uud demonstrations. 


The trouble in Malta resulted from 
the government’s charge that the 
church was interfering in _ politics, 
while the church holds that it is em- 
powered under the constitution to take 
part in political activity.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—(UN)— 

President Hoover threw down the 
gage of battle to irreconciliable isola- 
tionist element in and out of the re- 
publican party today, by summoning 
the’ senate to meet Monday in spe- 
cial session to consider the London 
naval treaty. 

Mr. Hoover, after formally issuing 
the call, departed for a week-end in 
the cool Virginia mountains, confi- 
dent of his majority for adoption of 
that momentous international docu- 
ment. 

But he and the senate treaty sup- 
porters faced'a more formidable en- 
emy—the pull of politics on senators 
and a lack of enthusiasm in many 
senators for long weeks in Washing- 
ton’s heat. 

There were only 63 senators. in 
town last night when congress ad- 
journed—33 were absent—and loss of 
16 more would mean that the vio- 
lent treaty opponents, Johnson, of 
California, or Moses, of New Hamp- 
shire, could make a point of “no 
quorum” and tie the senate’s hands.

President Hoover signed a rivers and 
harbors bill today which in his own

FLOOD CONTROL STUDY 


Members of House Commit- 
tee Will Make Close 
Inspection. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—(/)— 
Members of the house flood control 
committee prepared today to make a 
close inspection cf the work on the 
Jadwin flood control project’ on their 
own initiative with a view to formu- 
lating legislation designed to liberalize 
the act of 1928 to permit revision of 
the plan. 

Although congress adjourned with- 
out providing funds for the trip, 
Chairman Reid and members of bis 
committee decided to go ahead with 
the inspection urgently reqnested by 
dwellers in the lower Mississippi 
river valley. 

.Committee members planned to 
make the trip at their own expense, 
beginning July 14 ar New Orleans, to 
‘search into criticisms presented 
throughgyt their extended hearings vn 
proposals to amend the $325,000,000 
flood control project. 

evision of the plan has been urged 
by residents of the Boeuf and Atcha- 
falaya basins who outlined again the 
argument presented to congress first 
in 1850 that the process by which 
the country above is relieved “is also 
that by which the country below is 
ruined.” 

Major General Lytle Brown, chief 
of army engineers, indorsed the Jail- 
win plan as “fundamentally sound” 
but emphasized that some _ revision 
was necessary. 

The inspection trip will be opened 
at a meeting with the Mississippi 
River Flood Control Association at 
New Orleans. ‘The committee then 
proposes to go over the outlined Boeuf 
and Atchafalaya floodways, and to 
inspect the progress made on_ the 
Bonnet Carre spillway near New Or- 
leans. 

The Atchafalaya floodway, extend- 
ing roughly from Leville, La., down 
the Atchafalaya river to the gulf, 
would be virtually 16 miles wide, it 
has been estimated, at high flood 
stages. ‘The committee was advised 
that approximately 40,000 people live 
in the floodway and backwater area 
which would be affected. 


The Boeuf floodway, extending for 
35 miles in total jength above and be- 
low Arkansas City, Ark., encompasses 
1,440,000 acres with 1085900 acres 
in the backwater area. The average 
width of the floodway is estimated at 
13 miles. 

Also, the committee wishes to look 
into complaints of residents of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee on the eastern 
shore of the Mississippi that the Jad- 
win plan creates a flood basin of thou- 
sands of acres on their shore to pro- 
tect the west side of the river. They 
urged that pe be revised to give 
them protection.

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Giant Memorial on Cliff in 


Black Hills Rises 
6,200 Feet. . 


RAPID CITY, N. D., July 4.—(P) 
Gutzon Borglum’s gigantic face of 
George Washington, carved on Mount 
Rushmore’s: granite cliff, today was 
revealed as a reminder through the 
centuries of the historical foundation 
of the United States. 

In simple impressive Independence 
Day ceremonies in the heart of) South 
Dakota's. Black Hills, an audience of 
2.500 witnessed the unveiling of the 
60-foot head of the first president of 
the United States, the first unit of 
Mount Rushmore national memorial. 

On the nation’s birthday, a pa- 
triotic note was sounded by the speak- 
ers in the mountain setting near thé 
center of the North American conti- 
nent, 

“America’s shrine for political de- 
mocracy,” the monument was called 
by ‘'seph S. Cullinan, of Houston, 
Texas, chairman of the federal com- 
mission in charge of Borglum’s mas- 
sive project. 

Borglum, in his presentation speech, 
said it was a monument to the aspi- 
rations of a great people, not to indi- 
vidual men. Declaring Washington’s 
head would remain on the mountain 
for half a million years, the sculptor 
told the audience that the monument 
would include the heads of Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Roosevelt, along with a 
brief history of the nation’s founding 
ahd expansion to be written by for- 
mer President Calvin Coolidge. These 
will be drilled on 
scale on Rushmore’s 700-foot face. 


Washington’s head appears high on 
the granite cliff at. an elevation of 
6,200 feet above sea level. Pine and 
spruce trees are dense at the foot and 
stretch for miles over the rugged Black 
Hills. The stone face is easily rec- 
ognized as that of the first president, 
and is visible for a great distance. 

Ceremonies were held at noon today 
on the veranda of Borglum’s studio on 
Doane mountain, almost under Rush- 
more memorial. The crowd gathered 
on boulders and under trees in a rus- 
tie setting. 

Doane Robinson, of Pierre, S. D., 
who first proposed the Black Hills 
memorial, described it a success with- 
out the.necessity of completion of the 


figures of three other presidents. 

“On this mountain top America to- 
day enshrines her sturdy sires,” Rob- 
inson said. 

Three-year-old Billy Doane Robin- 
son, grandson of Doane _ Robinson, 
pressed the button which” released a 
ae American flag from. the monu- 
ment.

In the matter of the refusal of the 
federal district courts to admit to 
naturalization a couple of Canadians 
who refused to take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States un- 
less with a reservation not to take 
up arms for the country in a case 
of war, Judge Manton reverses the 
lower courts. 


The news service report says that 
Judge Manton “quoted a passage 
from the constitution setting forth 
that the ‘rights of conscience are, 
indeed, beyond the just reach of 
any human power,’”’ but there is 
no such passage in the constitution 
of the United States. 


It is unquestionably true that 
every person is entitled to his 
“rights of conscience,” but he is 
not usually allowed to aSsert those 
rights as superior to the rights of 
organized society, and its supreme 
government, and yet claim the privi- 
leges and protection of that gov- 
ernment. He should be advised to 
seek a society and government that 
will permit to nullify its laws in 
the name of “conscience” and es- 
cape the obligation imposed upon 
citizens generally to uphold and de- 
fend the society. 

No great statesman was ever 
more committed to the assertion 
and defense of inalienable human 
rights, including freedom of con- 
science and religion, and yet Jeffer- 
son and none of his compeers ever 
allowed that any man could be suf- 
fered to oppose his ‘“‘conscience” 
to the just demands of the govern- 
ment under whose sovereignty he 
sought rights and refuge. 

Under the condition approved by 
Judge Manton every bootlegger and 
rum-smuggler in the United States 
could plead his ‘‘conscientious res- 
ervation’” to the demands of the 
prohibition amendment of the con- 
Stitution. Obviously Judge Man- 
ton is grossly misquoted, or 
manifestly in error as to the con- 
Stitutional law of the land respect-

Stresemann’s 
Last Words. 


Two or three days before his death 
the late Dr. Gustave Stresemann talk- 
ed to a German newspaperman on the 
subject of the United States of Eu- 
rope. “There is little doubt,” said 
the foreign minister, “if the present 
organization- of Europe had been the 
work of the director of some indus- 
trial undertaking he would have been 
fired out long ago by the assembled 
Shareholders. Everywhere,” he con- 
tinued, “one sees rationalization and 
progress. Banks merge their busi- 
ness; industries, instead of combat- 
ting one another, ally themselves, 
only the European states remain op- 
posed to progress. The first step 
would be to reduce tariffs and do 
away altogether with visas. When 


one comes to think how often a trav- 
eler must be delayed if he goes for 
instance from Warsaw to Madrid, the 
whole thing becomes a_ ridiculous 
farce.” Dr. Stresemann, it is now 
also revealed. did not think a united 
Europe would be looked upon with 
antagonism in America. “To the con- 
trary,” he said, “America will pre- 
fer to deal with a united continent 
than with a disunited Purope.” The 
German statesman drew the line, 
however, at the idea that there ever 
could be produced one single culture 
out of the many in Europe at pres- 
ent. But again when the objection 
was made that « certain statesman 
had declared there would not be a 
United States of Europe for three 
centuries to come, Dr. Stresemann 
exclaimed: “What does he know 
about it? The idea has been launch- 
ed. It will germinate in the spirit 
of men!” The pity is that the same 
Stresemann is no longer there to serve 
with that admirable sincerity in the 
propagation of the great ideal of 
peace,

Here are the facts as I obtained 
them from the Christian Century, an 
outstanding religious “weekly which 
advocated the outlawry of war for 
years before it was enacted by the 
Pact of Paris: 

Salmon ©. Levinson, an attorney 
residing in the city of Chicago, is the 
author of the idea of proceeding 
against war by outlawing it. He first 
stated his views in a magazine article 
which appeared in 1918, before the 
armistice. The first converts to the 
idea were the late Senator Knox, 
Professor John Dewey, Senator Borah, 
Colonel Raymond Robins, Dr. Charles 
Clayton Morrison, Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes and Justice Florence E. Al- 
len, to name only thuse who early 
devoted their pens and voices to the 
promulgation of the idea. 

By 1927 the movement for the out- 
lawry of war had gained such mo- 
mentum in the United States that the 
report of it reached the ear of M. 
Briand, the foreign minister of France, 
who, on April 6, 1927, gave an inter- 
view in which he said that he would 
find great satisfaction in subscribing 
to a treaty outlawing war between 
France and the United States. Upon 
reading this statement of M. Briand, 
Mr. Levinson immediately left Chi- 
cago for Paris and spent. several 
weeks in conference at Quai D’Orsay, 
urging the French foreign office to put 
M. Briand’s suggestion into the form 
of a draft treaty and present it to 
the government of the United States. 

He succeeded in his purpose and 
soon a bilateral treaty was offered to 
the United States government by the 
government of France. It was this 
draft treaty which Secretary of State 
Kellogg proposed shonld be made mal-| 
tilateral instead of bilateral. The ac- 
ceptance of the multilateral proposal 
by 15 nations, and ultimately its ac- 
ceptanee by a_ total of 62° nations, 
was the realization of the idea which 
was first conceived by Mr. Levinson, 
and interpreted by him.te American

NINETY YEARS OF AMERICA IS

Paris correspondence in a New York 
paper recently told of the celebration 
of the fiftieth anniversary of mem- 
bership in the French Academy of 
Medicine of one Dr. Alexandre Gue- 
niot, who is 98 years old.

PERSONAL SERVICE RELATIVE 
TO MEDICINE. 
BY RAY LYMAN WILBURB, 
Secretary of the Interior. 

(Ray Lyman Wilbur was born at Boonés- 
boro, Iowa, April 13, 1875. He is a gradu- 
ate of Stanford University and Cooper Medi- 
cal college, later studying abroad. He holds 
honorary degrees from. several universities. 
From 1900 to 1903 he was assistant profes- 
sor in physiology at Stanford University, 
and professor of medicine there from 1909 
to 1916, being dean of the school for five 
years. In 1916 he was made president of 
Stanford. He held that post until ap- 
pointed secretary of the interior by President 
Hoover last spring. In 1917 he was chief 
of the conservation division. United States 
food administration. in Washington. _He is 
# member of various societies and medical 
organizations.) 


Our zoologists have stressed. the im- 
portance of the division of labor in 
the study of animal life, particularly 
of the colonizing insects. 

Specialization is one of the earliest 
manifestations of this division. Man 
developed such specialization early, 
not only because of the differences in 
the sexes, but also because of the jobs 
that had to be done with the increased 
range of activities that came from the 
development of the mind of man. 

In the struggles against his ene- 
mies and in conquering his environ- 
ment his mind developed. It was 
found desirable for some men to take 
on one task and others another. 

This has been true from primitive 
periods in regard to medicine. Cer- 
tain individuals arose with unique 


capacities. They were accepted as 
the healers or the medicine men. 

As medicine me a sefence it 
attracted those of certain qualities. 
Gradually there evolved the great pro- 
fession of medicine along with other 
professions, such as those «f theology 
and of law. 


When the day of the sciences ar- 
rived, the profession of medicine was 
practically remade. It began to 
transfer its interest to the causes of 
disease and to the care of the body § 
rather than to methods of treatment, 4} 
which had been for the most part the E 
rallying points of the various groups | 
which developed within the profession | 
of medicine. e 

We have now reached a stage where ~— 
our civilization can only be n- f7 
tained through the services of ex- | 
perts, and where one of our principal 
functions is the training of more of 
them. Our great system of public 
education brings to light those who 
have the qualities desired, and our 
colleges, universities and medical 
schools train them. 

Medicine compels a degree of per- 
sonal service which can be done on 
no other basis. But while medicine 
is engrossing and offers interest and 
stimulation beyond the usual amount 
for those adapted to it, it leads into 
the great field of public as well as 
personal service.

If one manufacturer put such a 
ball on the market he would capture 
the custom of nearly all the devotees 
of the royal and ancient pastime. But 
because if one maker put all he had 
on the ball at once the others would 
be bound to’follow suit there is a 
gentleman’s agreement to do the thing 
gradually and keep the customers buy- 
ing new supplies year after year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 4—(/)— 
While members of the National Edu- 
cation Association celebrated the an- 
niversary of American independence 
today, John F. Finley, literary edi- 
tor of the New York Times, called 
upon them to recognize that destiny 


is fast. increasing interdependence 
among nations. 

Finley spoke at the closing session 
of the association's 68th .nnual con- 
vention. The new president, Dr. Wil- 


lis-A. Sutton, of Atlanta, Ga., was 
installed at this session and Los An- 
geles was selected as the 1931 meet- 
ing place. 


The speaker declared that our boun- 
daries are becoming so vast in the 
sense of interdependence that the An- 
gel Gabriel on judgment day might 
well be able to discard his trumpet 
for the radio, which at that time will 
reach every human being at the self- 
Same moment, Boston to Bombay and 
back again. 

“On this. day of independence,” 
said Finley, “I would repeat in peace 
the word which.was on our lips in 
war, interdependence—to make and 
keep the whole world. and -not 
patches of it here and there, a fit 
place to which we may conscientious- 
ly invite children to come and go to 
school. 

“Self-determination — is brave 
word, but it would be an ignoble 
word if it thought only of self. In- 
terdependence is the law of the uni- 
verse from the atoms to the’ stars 
Our supreme national achievement 
has been the demonstration of the 
practicability of federation on a large 
scale,” he said. He anoted John Fisk 
as prophecying 50 years ago that it 
would become desirable at the end of 
a century for the states of Europe 
to enter into a federal union. 

“We are only a half century on the 
way from the time when that 
prophecy was made. Furope is al- 
ready astir with that vision,” Finley 
said, 

In agriculture, in minerology, in 
aestheticism and in culture. the law 
of interdependence is demonstrating 
itself, he said. 

_The children of America, he pre- 
dicted, will be the leaders of an in- 
terdependent civilization.

APPORTIONING CHANGE 


Methodists 
Representation on Citi- 
zenship. 


LAKE JUNALUSKA, N. C., July 
4.—(/)—The board of temperance and 
social service of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, today voted ap- 
proval of the Stalker resolution intro- 
duced in congress and providing for an 
amendment to the Constitution to 


make citizenship rather than popula- 
tion the basis of congressional repre- 
sentation. p 

Bishop James Cannon, Jr., presi- 
4ent of the board which is meeting 
here, expressed belief such an amend- 
ment would be helpful to prohibition 
“by eliminating an element unfriendly 
to prohibition.” 

The resolution said in part: 

“In view of the fact that under the 
new apportionment several states will 
suffer the loss of members of congress 
which losses are principally in dry 
states and since the states with the 
large wet alien-dominated cities now 
have approximately 30 congressmen, 
30 electoral votes and 60 delegates to 
the national nominating conventions 
who represent not American citizens 
bat seven and oge-half million unnat- 
uralized aliens, we heartily approve 
the Stalker resolution providing for 
an amendment to the Constitution of 
t'e United States which will elimi- 
nate all unnaturalized aliens in the 
enumeration of population to deter- 
mine congressional or electoral repre- 
sentation, thus placing control of the 
government of the country in the 
hands of its own citizens.” 

The board also recommended that 
the boards of temperance and social 
service of the various Methodist con- 
ferences, divisional units of the church, 
arrange for “an impressive meeting on 
the question of observance, enforce- 
ment and maintenance of prohibition 
laws.” 

These should be held, the recom- 
mendation said, in order “to combat 
propaganda of the metropolitan press 
and increasing antagonism by support- 
ers of “the liquor traffic against the 
18th amendment.”

Mendenhall Released 
On Independence Day

STATE PRISON, RAIFORD, Fila., 
July 4.—(/)—Today was in reality a 
day of freedom for John J. Menden- 
hall. 

Granted a conditional pardon yes- 
térday Mendenhall, who was convicted 
nearly 15 years ago, planned to leave 
the state prison farm here today to 
visit friends and relatives in Florida 


for a few days and then return to/ 


his home in Covington, Ky., where 


his father and sister are ill. 

Mendenhall was convicted for the 
murder of Miss Sue Blliot, whose 
body, together with that of her mother, 
was found in a charred automobile on 
the Tampa-Clearwater highway after 
they had gone for a ride with the 
man. Mendenhall’s chauffer, Guy 
Stempel, who was with the party on 
the night of the killings, turned states 
witness at the trial. 

In granting the conditional pardon 
the pardon board said that Menden- 
hall’s good record and his pvor health 
had been factors in its decision. Men- 
denhall had been considered a model 
prisoner and was the most trusted of 
the .trustees at the prison farm, 
was allowed unusual freedom at the 
institution and once was permitted to 
go to Kentucky to attend his father, 
who was ill, and once went as far as 
Chicago and New York, : 

“Tf I had been guilty of this hor- 
rible crime for which I was convicted 
on purely circumstantial evidence, I 
would have taken advantage of the 
first opportunity to escape,” Menden- 
hall said here. “You know that after 
the first five months I was here I was 
made a trusty. Since then I occasion- 
ally have been permitted to go about 
the state on business for the prison 
and even have gone to New York and 
Chicago. Oh, 1 have had plenty of 
opportunities to escape, but | had 
nothing to run from,” he added. 

“TI have done a lot of thinking here 
in prison during the past 14 years, 
but never a night have I worried 
about my case. I knew everything 
would come out all right,” Menden- 
hall said. ~ ' 

“You know in a way I hate to leave 
here, but 1 still have lots to live for 
and I’m going to make the best of it. 
I have my father and two sisters to 
eare for and I have some business I 
want to get back into,” he continued.

MONTICELLO, Ky., July 4.—@ 
Tom’ Jones, 53, postmaster at Pueblo, 
10 miles east of here, was shot to 
death and the postoffice robbed of 
an unknown amount today. The slay- 
ers estaped after beating and serious- 
ly injuring the postmaster’s father, 
Richard Jones, 81. He was not ex- 
pected to live. , 

The slaying and robbery occurred 
while the postmaster’s wife and four 
children and most of the inhabitants 
of Pueblo, a Small community, were 
attending a Fourth of July celebration 
at Monticello.
